The Elko Independent coutains 
the following: The election is 
over, aud despite all the trickery 
and fraud with which the lottery 
scheme was hatched and submitted 
to the voters, their good common 
sense has saved the State from one 


of the greatest dangers with which | 


it has been threatened since its or- 
ganization. For eighteen years 
past, first by Legislative Aci and 
then by Constitutional Amend- 
ment, has this lottery ring been 
struggling to fasten a lottery upon 
us.

The Parnell Letters. 
Lonpon, Feb. 15.—Parnell was pres- 
ent at to-days session of the Parnell 
Commission.

Justice Hannen ordered the letter to 
he photographed, Witness denied that 
he had heard that Pigott and the 
League « lerk he interviewed in Ireland 
had a grievance against Parneil.

No bar- 
gain was made when the letters were 
first brought to the Times; their gen- 
uineness was to be tested first. 

Soames said that Pigott told him of 
interviews he had with a solicitor and 
Labouchere. The latter sent Pigott 
several ten-pound notes. Pigott 
showed witness a letter from 8 
itor Lewis, accusing him (Pigott) of 
having admitted that he forged the 
letters and his reply, whereupon the 
witness required that a statutory dec- 
laration be made, in which Pigott de- 
tuiled all the communications between 
himself and Solicitor Lewis, including 
an offer of one thousand pounds by 
Lewis, on behalf of Labouchere, and 
would swear that he had f the 
letters. This statement caused a sen- 
sation. Pigott did not tell him of the 
correspondence he had with Arch- 
bishop Walsh of Dublin, regarding the 
letters. He never heard of the corre- 
spondence until he heard it mentioned 
in court last evening.

CUNQUERED BY SNAKES. 


A Gang of Outlaws Hemmed In 
by an Army of Serpente 


The close of the civil war left some por- 
tions of the South in the hands of desper- 
ately wicked men. Particularly was this 
true of parts of Missouri, Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and Texas. While the 
Confedcrate troops had disbanded, and be- 
fore the Fedcral could occupy the country, 
the guerrilla and bushwhacker were there.

On 
the morning of the eleventh day I hada 
call from a native, about twenty-five years 
old, who announced himself as Dan, and 
who said he had called ona little business 
matter. I supposed it to be about a permit, 
or to make complaint, but after a bit he ob- 
served: 

“Captain, them ten days ar’ up, an’ I 
reckon Bill Dade hain't shown hisself.“ 

“No, he hasn’t come in.“ 

An' he won't, nuther.”’ 

I don’t expect he will.“ 

“Wall, ar’ you gwine ter let him an’ his 
gang keep up thar whoppin’ an’ shottin’ an’ 
killin’ ?’’ 

“No. Bill Dade and his gang are now out- 
lawed by proclamation. lam going to hunt 
them down and wipe them out.“

“Them snakes got over their scare 
in about half an hour, and the first man 
who moved to getup had pizen shot into 
him like a streak of lightning? Thar'll be 
five corpses tbar to be identified, and thar’!l 
be some property to be divided up.“

When his military 
history 1s analyzed after the lapse of years 
it will show, even more clearly than now, 
that during these as well as in his previous 
campaigns he was the steadfast center 
about and on which every thing else turned.
